HOLY  GHOST  FESTIVAL  IN 
PLYMOUTH:  Plymouth  County, 
Massachusetts  is  much  more  than  the 
Pilgrim  story.  In  mid  July,  for  in- 
stance. the  town's  Portuguese  com- 
munity celebrates  the  Holy  Ghost 
festival  with  processions,  parades, 
dancing,  fireworks  and  some  of  the 
best  dining  for  miles  around. 

A centuries-old  tradition  in  Portugal 
the  celebration  was  introduced  to  the 
Plymouth  area  in  1910  and  the  annual 
three-day  event  now  draws  crowds  of 
10.000  or  more.  Religious  ceremonies 
focus  on  a silver  crown,  symbolic  of  the 
devotion  of  Queen  Isabel  to  the  Holy 
Ghost.  According  to  legend,  she  lent 
her  crown  to  churches  for  fund  raising 
and  to  afflicted  sections  of  her  king- 
dom that  needed  a good  omen. 

Festivities  begin  Friday  evening 
with  a 7 p.m.  Mass  at  St.  Mary's 
Chruch,  followed  by  a candlelight 
procession  to  the  Holy  Ghost  Field,
